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The results of the special session of Congress empha? 
size the need for uniting the forces of progress inside and 
outside of Congress—the whole of progressive America— 
to save the country from the disaster which the sabotage 
and reckless political hooliganism of the Wall Street inter- 
ests are daily bringing nearer. 

The special session was called for the purpose of en- 
acting a four-point program outlined by President, Roose- 
velt: Federal regulation of minimum wages and imum 
hours, a permanent farm relief law, reorganization of the 
executive branch of the government, and the establish- 
ment of seven regional TVA’s. 

This was the program which the President, after a 
trip through the country, declared he was convinced “the 
American people immediately need.” 

Included also were passage of the Gavagan-Wagner- 
Van Nuys Anti-Lynching Bill, liberalization of the provi- 
sions of the National Housing Act in order to stimulate the 
private construction of housing, and action against the 
profiteering Trusts through an investigation of monopo- 
listie practices which Roosevelt requested the Federal 
Trade Commission to make. 


The special session aie in the shadow of a serious 
economic slump which was being aggravated by the sit- 
down strike of Big Business. This made immediate action 
along the lines of the President's program even more es- 
sential in order to raise mass purchasing power. 

Instead, however, Congress and the administration 
. subjected to a tremendous propaganda barrage from 

e Economic Royalists designed to frighten them into 
throwing overboard the program for which the session had 
been called and substituting the program of Big Business: 
the shifting of taxes from the powerful corporations to 
the masses of the people and the slashing of government 


expenditures for unemployment relief, aid to the farmers 


and other social purposes. 

The Wall Street crowd did not succeed in ramming 
through their program. But they did succeed in blockad- 
ing nearly all of the President’s program and in defeating 
—with the active assistance of William Green and the A. 
F. of L. Executive Council—the Wages and Hours Bill. 

In other words, the special session on the whole re- 
peated the performance of the previous session and over- 
rode the clearcut mandate of the 1936 elections. This is all 
the more serious in view of the mass layoffs now taking 
place and the threat of a new economic crisis.

Why has this contemptuous disregard of the will of 
the people been possible in face of the overwhelming vote 
which swept Roosevelt end the Democratic Party into 
Office in 1936? 

It has been possible because Wall Street’s banner 
was borne by a coalition of reactionary Republicans and 
Democrats who took the offensive and fought unitedly. 

And it has been possible because there has not been 
similar unity and aggressiveness in the progressive 
ranks. 

The fight of the Economic Royalists and their politi- 
cal Charlie McCarthys has not been directed at merely de- 
feating certain New Deal measures and securing the en-

The end of the New Deal, the end of all progressivism, 
the smashing of the trade unions and the wiping out of 
American liberties—this is the basic aim of the Big Busi- 
ness forces. 

And part and parcel of this drive have been the in- 
citements to the assassination of President Roosevelt and 
the playing up of Vice-President Garner as the white hope 
of Reaction. 

Clearly the time has come for every lover of democ- 
racy to bestir himself. The time has come to create a 
great progressive coalition to defeat the Wall Street co- 
alition and carry through the reforms that the American 
people voted for. 

Only through such a coalition can President Roose- 
velt enact his New Deal program. Only through a co- 
alition can the C. I. O., the A. F. of L. unions, the farm 
and other progressive organizations write their legisla- 
tive proposals into law. Only through such a coalition, 
developing into a broad People’s Front, can America 
march forward to “democracy—and more democracy.”

That is the meaning of the wave of 
Christmas suicides which is striking grief 
among needy families already suffering from 
poverty and hunger. 

Two days ago, Mrs. Rosella Holtman, in 
Cheyenne, Wyo., hanged herself because 
there was no money or food for her family 
of six. 

Last Tuesday Hyman Cohen, 43-year-old 
New York father, committed suicide after 
being cut off relief—leaving a half-starved 
family of seven behind. 

These, and other similar suicides, are 
notches on the guns of the Liberty Leaguers 
who are out to wipe out the present all-too- 
inadequate relief—and who yell for budget- 
balancing at the expense of the life-and- 
death needs of the people. 

Only yesterday the WPA estimated that 
2,000,000 workers have been laid off since 
September, and that between 1,000,000 and 
2,000,000 more would be laid off before Feb.
